Wilson Considers Successor 
to Garrison After Army 
Plan Break. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—Reports that 
there might be other resignations from 
President 
Wilson's 
cabinet 
following 
that of Secretary of War Garrison last 
night when the president declined to 
insist without compromise on the adop- 
tion of the continental array plan by 
congress were met today by general de- 
nials. 


With the assistant secretary of war, 
Henry C. Breckenridge, Mr. Garrison re- 
tired and the president is today cast- 
ing about for his successor. 


Many Names Before Him. 


While Secretary Lane is being con- 
sidered in,.official circles as a 
likely 
choice it was understood that the pres- 
ident 
has 
under 
consideration 
the 
names of two or three other men and 
will not make an appointment before 
weighing their qualifications carefully. 
The president has already made up. his 
mind to appoint a 
democrat 
to 
the 
place. 
It was said in 
well informed 
circles that he will not be from New 
Jersey, nor from the south. 
Former 
Governor 
Walsli, 
of 
Massachusetts. 
Secretary 
Houston, 
farmer 
Governor 
Harmon, of Ohio, former ]\Iayor Baker, 
of Cleveland, were added to the names 
being 
discussed. 
Former 
Governor

of as a possible successor to Secretary 
Lane. 


Vacant Chair A];ain. 


The cabinet loet today with a vacant 
ch'air for the first time since Mr. Bry- 
an's resignation. 
The departure of Mr. 
Garrison with'its possible eflfects on the

discussed "thoronghly. 


The--resignation of Mr. Garrison, it 
was said, at the white house 
today, 
•will have no effect on the president's 
advocacy of the principles imderlying 
the continental army plan, for it was 
said he believes firmly that the nation 
must have an adequate reserve army 
under the control of the federal gov- 
ernment.

by Secretary Garrison has no chance of 
being approved.

plans of the administration. 
After the 
meeting the members posed for a pho- 
tograph for the first time without Mr. 
Garrison.

Down-Town Business Firms 
Suffer as Water Drives 
Rodents from Sewers. 


Driven up through the sewers in the 
past month bv the high stage of waters 
in the rivers, rats by the thousand have 
poured into the central business district, 
with the result that the plague is be- 
ing felt more by business men today 
than at anv time in many years. It wad 
just after the high waters of two weaks 
ago that the pests first became annoying 
and in the past three or four days the 
animals have developed into a serioui 
property menace in certain down-town 
sections. Although there was a time ui 
the winter of 1914 when 
rats becam.j 
troublesome, there were not nearly so 
many then as there are at present. 


Hardware^stores report a tremendous 
sale on traps, and rat poisons are in 
great demand. One business man in the 
c°enter of the city has killed over sixty 
rats in the basement of his establish- 
ment this week, Avithout seeming to re- 
duce the number in the least. A great 
deal of dama'-e has been done in some 
cellars to products stored on the floors, 
and in some cases the rodents have dam- 
aged stock on the shelves in the upper 
portions of the buildings.

Desperate battling between French 
and German troops continues along 
the western front. 
Today's official 
statement from Berlin reports detei- 
mined attempts by the French to re- 
take the trendies they lost recently 
northwest of Vimy, not far south of 
the Belgian border. 
After prolonged 
artillery preparation French troops 
advanced to 
the 
attack, but four 
successive assaults were fruitless, ac- 
cording to Berlin, the Germans re- 
taining the position.

Somme the French also attempted to 
regain lost ground, but theré too they 
were beaten off, it is declared.

The key word of the first chapter of 
Philipplans Is "confidence" (see rr. 
6, 14. 25). 
Paul has-confldence in the 
church at Phllippi on account of their 
spiritual condition (yt. 1, 2), which r»> 
suited in fellowship (vr. 3-S) and fruit- 
fulness (TT. 9-lS). This confidence in- 
spires boldness and is a source of Joy 
and blessing. 
Paul's creed is also set 
forth in chapter 1:5-11. 
This con- 
fidence is in the face of the conflict 
and sufierine which was before them 
.(see 1:27-30). 


I. Be of the Same Mind, vv. 1-4. The 
key word of this chapter is the word 
"comfort" (TV. 1, 19). 
The first sec- 
tion might be entitled "The Comfort of 
Love" ( w , 1-18) and the second sec- 
tion "The Comfort of Knowledge" (vt. 
19-30). 
If there was to be opposition 
irom without certainly the Christians 
ought to stand together. 
Paul is urg- 
ing them to unity in order that it 
might comfort and console him. 
He 
had always rejoiced in this church 
(1:4), but he desires them to "fill full 
his joy by being of the same mind, 
having the same love, being of one ao- 
cord, of one mind." Paul's comfort of 
love In the disciples he anticipated 
would be due to their state of mind, 
which depended upon (a) unity (vr. 
1.2); 
(b) humility (v. 3); 
(c) that 
they might "mind the things of oth- 
ers" (v. 4). Nothing would so comfort 
and console, or so gladden the heart 
of Paul as such unity. 
It was even 
so with the heart of our Lord (see 
John 17:21). 
The words "be of the 
same mind" do not refer merely to a 
unity of opinion, but rather to a unity 
of purpose and affection, literally "be- 
ing souled together." 


II. Let This Mind 
. 
. 
. 
Wiiioh 
Waa Also In Christ Jesus, w . 5-S. The. 
•econd comfort of love was due, not to 
a unity of mind, but to the standing 
which Paul and this church had in 
Christ, due to his (Christ's) standing; 
in God. 
The words of this passage 
are among the most wonderful to be 
found anywhere in the Bible. 
They 
contain a statement of the most pro- 
found truth and mystery that we have 
regarding the person of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. No plummet has sounded thelri 
depth, nor rod scaled their height,: 
nor tape measured their breadth, Hisj 
eternal deity—and on the other hand 
his 
amazing 
seíf-humlllation—yetl 
these facts and truths are brought be- 
fore us to enforce the homeliest duties' 
of every day lile. Equal to God (John 
10:30) yet he gave up his divine gloryl 
and Incarnated himself in the his-; 
torical Jesus, was anointed of God,; 
died on a Roman cross, buried in Jo- 
seph's tomb, yet rose again and is 
alive today as much as when he walked 
o'er Galilee's hills. 
The mind that 
was in Jesus was a purpose to choose 
the lowest depth of humiliation rather 
than a full equality with God, either 
choice of which he might have made: 
but he chose the former—creation's, 
most sublime illustration of self-sacri- 
fice—and this is the mind we should 
have. 
The word "robbery" implies a 
thing to be seized hold of. Instead of 
seizing hold of equality with God, 
Jesus let go and seized hold of the 
death on the cross, and thus made 
himself of no reputation, literally emp- 
tied himself. 
The context shows of 
what he emptied himself: 
(a) his 
divine form; (b) his divine glory. This 
latter is shown by his birth in a stable 
and his death upon a cross, thereby 
being under the curse of God (Gal. 
3:13). 
But this was an act of obedi- 
ence to God (v. 8). 
The father bade 
him to do it. 
The sacrifice of Christ 
had its original source in the will of 
God—his lore towards us (John 3:16, 
Rom. 5:8). 
There are three thoughts 
In this passage: 
(a) the incarnation; 
(b) the passion; (c) the exaltation. 
Keep this in mind and 
remember 
Paul's circumstances in prison when 
he wrote this letter. 


III. God Also Hath Exalted Him, w . 
9-11. 
The result of this comfort of 
love, due to a state of mind on the 
part of the disciples and their having 
the mind of Christ, was first the ex- 
altation of Christ (v. 9), and the giving 
unto him of "the" name, not "a" name, 
that is abóve all other names; and 
secondly, worship on the part of all of 
God's creation, every knee bowed in 
•ubmlssion; and third, confession (v. 
tl). 
Jesus, who humbled himself to 
ihe lowest place, God has exalted to 
the highest place. Humiliation of self 
(s the path to exaltation by (3od. 


The name "Jesus" is above every 
Aame, because Jesus has been exalted 
above every ^man. 


The worship mentioned here is not 
rfierely that we worship through him, 
though that is true (John 14:6). 


The phrase "every knee shail bow" 
is a clear expression of the oneness ot 
Jehovah and Jesus. 


Notice that those that bow are in 
aeaven, in earth and in Hades (Rev. 
5:3). 


Even lost men and angels who wlU 
Bot bow now will have to do so some 
day though it will then have no saviiit 
power in It for them.

Washin^on, Feb. n.-—A new naval 
proirram, vastly ijrcatcr than that re- 
cently recommended by the administra- 
tion, is callcd for by President Wils iii'i 
latest declaration on preparedness. 
Ac 
St. Louis, Mo., tlie president summed 
up his conclusions as to tlie navy ^vhen 
bo said: 
"The American navy ought, 
in my judgment, to be incomparably 
the-greatest navy in the world.'' 


In order to carry out this rccommnn- 
daiion congress will have to authorize 
increases four times as great as the 
program recently submitted, by the sec- 
retary of the navy. That program calls 
for the expenditure of $502,482,214 ni 
five years. 
However, in order to o\eu 
equal Great 
Britain's 
navy 
by 
1921, 
congrcss will have to authorize a pro- 
gram calling for .$2,225,996,208. 
It will 
be necessary to authorize the : »ustruc 
tion of 71 first-line ships—dreadnauglit^ 
and battle cruisers, instead of the ^ 16 
proposed in the present administration 
program. 
' 


When the present war broke out iii 
August, 1914, Great Britain had 16 first- 
line sliipa—36 dreadnaughts and 10 bat- 
tle cruiscrs—built and building. 
The 
United States at that 
time had 
12 
dreadnaughts 
and no battle 
cruisers 
built and building. 
' 


The total tonnage of the Britisli navy, 
ii^cluding figliting ships only, and only 
those less than 20 years old, built and 
building at that time was 2,713,756 tons. 
Thi» was more than three times the 
total tonnage of the United States'nav^' 
fighting craft, which was at that timo 
894,889 tons built and building. 


Since the war began, according 
to 
the best evidence to be obtained by 
our navy department. Great Britain has 
laid down ships whose total tonnage 
equals the entire strength of the Amer- 
ican navy. 
She thus has at the present 
time a navy approxiAiately four times 
the size of the American navy. 
If the. 
British 'have built at only' the same rate 
as they were building; before the wur 
(they have probably Rreatly increased 
the rate) , they are^layinff down at least 
six capital ship« a year to two for tha 
United St«t«i. , 


have 
(if the pending 
administration 
j)rogram is authorized by congress), 27 
first-line battleships and 6 battle cruis- 
ers, or 33 lirst-line ships. 
If the Brit- 
ish navy build« at only twice the rate 
that the United States builds (which i.s 
slower than she was proceeding befor» 
the outbreak of war). England will in 
1921 have 88 ships of the first line. 
Thus the United States would be only 
55 first-line ships short of equaling the 
British navy! 


The only way to take first place m 
naval strength, as the president says 
we must do, would bo to authorize tiie 
construction 
of 
14 capital 
ships 
per 
year, plus the necessary scout cruisers, 
destroyers, licet and coast submarines, 
aeroplanes, gunboats, hospital, ammuni- 
tio!t. fuel and repair ships to balance 
such a program, together with the nec- 
essary additional appropriations for the 
upkeep and extension of the naval es- 
tablishment, navy yards and docks. 


The present program will not keep 
the United States evin with Germany 


in naval strength. 
At the outbreak of 
the war Germany Lad 1,304,640 tons of 
naval craft built and building, while 
the (United States had, as stated, 894,- 
889 tons, 
(iermany had 28 
first-line 
vessels 
built and 
building—20 
dread- 
naughts and 8 battle cruisers, while the 
United States had, as stated. 12 idread- 
naughts and no battle cruisers. 
It is 
known that Germany has added very 
greatly to her navy since the war be- 
gan, but if it be assumed that the Ger- 
man building program has only equaled 
that of the United States, and Avill only 
equal that at present proposed for the 
U. S. during the next five years, at the 
end of that time the United 
States 
would still be third in naval strength, 
Germany then having 49 first-line ships 
to 33 for the United States. 


This comparison takes no account of 
the 8 first-line ships of the Austro- 
Hiuigarian nav'v at the outbreak of the 
T , (M- any additions which may have 
been made, or which will be made to 
that navy of Germany's ally. 


It is quite evident, therefore, that ,il 
the United States is to have "incompar- 
ably the gieatest navy in the world,* 
the present program will have to be en- 
tirely abandoned and a very largely in^ 
creased program must be substitnted.

There is now evidence of some'interest in the proposed movement 
to secure for Fort Wayne a suitable militia armory under conditions 
which will make available the $20,000 appropriated by the last leg- 
islature to aid such city as was willing to take up the work and com- 
ply with the conditions imposed by the state. 


The fact that such state aid might be secured had apparently 
been entirely overlooked until State Treasurer George A. Bittler re- 
cently called the attention of his homp city to the situation. Oive de- 
plorable condition under which national guard organizations in Fort 
Wayne l^ave struggled steadily has been the lack of suitable armory 
quarters. That fact contributed in no small degree to the loss of Bat- 
tery B a few years ago. 
' 


The opportunity is now at hand to supply this necessity and to 
secure some substantial aid from the state in doing so. The condi- 
tions of the state grant ,of course, are that the city must co-operate 
in a financial way both as to site and as to building before the $20,- 
000 provided by the legislature can be secured, and there is no time to 
be lost. The attention of other Indiana cities has also been called to 
the opportunity, and there is likely to be early action by some of 
them. If Fort Way2ie wants the new armory in which her military 
organization can be comfortably quartered, she must get busy. The 
Commercial club, to which Fort Wayjie always turns with confidence 
in matters of this kind, will doubtless take prompt action to see what 
can be done in the matter. 


The resignation of Secretary of War Garrison from President 
Wil^n's cabinet comes like the proverbial bolt from the clear skies, 
but there is no occasion to take the affair too seriously. It will pro- 
voke nothing like a ''cabinet crisis." The differences between Mr. 
Garrison and the president, it seems verj' clear, arose because the 
president was unwilling to hold out hard and fast for his continental 
army plan against opposition that seems certain to defeat it, and man- 
ifests a disposition to give heed to the judgment of other patriotic 
who ^ e quite as jealous of the national honor and quite as in- 
sistent as he that adequate steps be taken to provide the nucleus of a 
larger amy against the day when it may be needed. It is not a ques- 
tion of results, but of methods of arriving at the9i. 
Mr. Garrison 
doubtless is able to find eminent precedent for getting out when he 
is not prenutted to have his qwn way in a matter which he regards as 
de^ly vit^, but quitting in the emergency of a fight has never been 
regarded by the American people. Mr. Garrison is likely to 
iregpet his hasty action much more deeply than will the remainder of 
the coimtry. 


Without knowledge of the position the international code or the 
iyaWfit^ law of sea warfare may take in the matter, the determin- 
ation of Germany to hereafter regard as warships all armed mer- 
Ch«»t»le^ of countries with which she is at war has on its face the 
Btatóp of reasonable conclusion.

Sentences to Lovelesjs 
Lives? He Asks. 


By Mary Boyle O'Reilly 


London, England, Feb. 11.—No living 
author has sucli an army of readers as 
Charles Garvice. Of hii 100 ji^els, 7,- 
000,000 copies have been »old. 
His 
phenomenal popularity has inereased by 
leaps and bounds during the war. Thert- 
fore I determined to in^erview Mr. Grar- 
vice on the problem of Women, in Wa»- 
time. 
His consent was p*ompt and 
courteous. 


What has the war done for wom^, 
Mr. Garvice?" 


"Developed their womanliness," was

the instant reply. "It is ail noi^enao 
about women having suddenly revolu- 
tionized their natures: 
Women have 
always had the same fine spirit, but 
before the war it did not reach beyond 
their family circles. Kow it is seen and 
recognized by all." 


"How do I know? 
Well, I married 
at 21 and have six girls of ray own. 
We grew up together. 
Whatever els« 
I mt^y be, 1 claim to be a dutiful and 
obedient parent. I don't think we need 
worry about the w^ar making a woman 
strong-minded. 


"Before the war—I know this sounds 
startling—the majority of women who 
were not wage-earners lived idle and 
useless lives. 
Up to 20 years ago the 
English girl seemed content to remain 
at home, to go in for the usual amuse- 
ments, to marry and carry on the ortho- 
dox feminine tradition. 
Only the boy 
went out. 


"Then came the craving for physical 
culture. 
Our modern girls grew too 
healthy to continue the old, tranquil, 
subordinate life. 
Soon every girl with 
any grit craved a separate existence. 


"There was no desire f to bceak any 
ethical rule. The average girl 'rebelled' 
simply by insisting that she be held the 
equal of her brothers. 
Until quite re- 
cently, until a girl saw the hope of 
•conomic independenc«, she was willing 
to respect the decree of reepectability 
that fate ordained for her—a 'catch-as- 
catch-can' marriag« or lonelinesa. 
She 
had to wait until some man fell in love 
with her sufficiently hard to dare' ths 
handicap oi a wife and family. Al- 
ways she had to wait to be asked. 


"Take a street with six houses on 
either side. To the right live six young 
men. each ai liberty to fall in love and 
to win the girl he preferred. 
On the 
left are six girls, all sensible, sym- 
pathetic, in every way fitted for wife- 
hood and motherhood. 
And of those 
girls, three are chosen and three left. 


"Now the three unehosen are begin- 
ning tb ask themselves why an immtrt- 
able decree should sentence them to a 
celibacy few men would tolerate. The 
problem is larger than England. 
It 
spreads all over Europe. And the loss 
of millions of eligible men has made it 
acjite. 
^ "I'll tell you whafc is going to happen 
—for the three girls who do marry. Be- 
fore the war marriage in the middle and 
lower classes had become by no means 
easy. 
A 'sensible' girl considered the 
upholstered 
comforts of her father's 
house. 
The average man was just as 
chary. His income, say $1,500, supplied 
bachelor lodgings in the west end and 
club fees which gave him the us© of a 
palace. 
Once married three hundred 
pounds sterling meant a small villa, one 
slavey—and cold mutton. 


"Now that is all altered. Our enor- 
mous military losses, the tremendous 
and prolonged economies imposed by the 
war, the simple life of a thousand camps 
have so substracted from our notion of 
'necessities' that both girl and man will 
be more ready to pay the price for 
happiness. 


"Of one thing I am sure—there will 
be plenty of diildren after the war. 
This tprfiblc testing has made women 
more womanly and men more manly. 
Generosity and chivalry have come back. 
In the old. primitive, passionate way 
when men went out to fight, women 
rose instantly to their ancient destin- 
ies, 


"But what of the other girls still 
waiting to be asked? 


"The problem of what the war has 
done for women has an economic side 
which is relatively superficial and a sen- 
timental aspect deeper and much mocg 
serious. 


"Statisticians warn us that at least a 
million English girls between 16 and 
22 cannot now marry. 
An enormous 
preponderance 
of 
these 
unprotected 
women must earn what they eat—or 
starve. 
Hundred» of thousands may be

"And they are beginning to ask them- 
selves why an immutable decree should 
sentence them to a loveless and childless 
We. 


"That is the fundamental problem 
which the war has brought to women."

Each Laborer Would Pay $2 
a Year for Medical 
Attention. 


Chicago, Feb. 
11.—Compulsory 
sick- 
ness insurance administered by the fed- 
eral government was advocated here be- 
fore the Federation of State Mcdical 
Boards of the United States by Dr. Otlo 
V. Hufl'man, secretary of the New Yoik 
state board. Doctor Huffman, who was 
formerly secretary-treasurer of the fed- 
eration and attended this year's meet- 
ing as a delegate from the Long Island 
College Hospital of Brooklyn, yroposod 
a plan under which be said all reput- 
able physicians woiilfi have an assured 
income, and the chief 
incentives 
to 
quackery would be eliminated. 


The plan contemplated a tax of $2 a 
year on all wage earners whose income 
is less than $1,200. 
He estimated that 
there are 33 million such persons in t)ie 
United States. 
Each would have the 
privilege of selecting lii.s own doctor, 
but no physician would be allowed to 
carry niore than tM'o thousand names, 


"TTiis would mean $4.000 a year for 
treating tho.^o that bocomo sick or dis- 
abled and statistics sliow that not more 
tiiat; .-,iAt>' of these would ever be sick 
at the ¡same time," said Doctor Huif- 
mnn.

Prompt first aid measures were 
administered by physicians present and 
most of those effected returned to tha 
banquet room- 


An 
investigation 
disclosed 
the 
ptomaine 
poisoning 
developed in the 
soup. 
It was a boullion made from 
fresh chickens. 
The boullion was per- 
mitted to cool and was boiled again just 
before being served. 


Boullion is the great culture medium 
in which germs grow. 
The germs de- 
veloped while the soup was cooling and 
after it cooled. 
When it was reboiled 
the germs were killed, but the poison 
thrown off by the germs was left. 
That 
is the ;)tomaine poison.

Minor 
Changes in Each 
Precinct Important 
in Indiana.

Indianapolis, Feb. 11.—A few months 
ago the 'managers of the republican 
aiate machine, iiie 
CIOBC corporation 


which has been made more secure and 
exclusive than ever to be sure that none 
save members of the old guard have a 
look-in, was boasting; of the magnifi- 
cent prospects for the party in 191(5. 
It pointed to no issue on which to base 
any hope of 
success, but the boast, 
without 
reason or issue, 
Avas good 
enough to keep up courage for the time 
being. 
There was much talk of "pro- 
gressives coming back" and they "prov- 
ed it by Toner." 


And now Mr. Toner is proving some- 
thing else. 
He says the progressives 
have by no means come back. 
"Whav 
we need are more concrete evidence of 
amalgamation,"aays Mr. Toner,' "I meaa 
recognition of former progreBsives on 
republican tickets from state dowh to 
countr. 
Those tickets •bould - be well 


peppered wiWi progressives. I say this 
with all the fervor I have. 
Indiana is 
a doubtful state. 
There are some re- 
publicans who profess to believe that 
all they have to do is to frame up a 
ticket and then get ready to take th< 
offices." 


Mr. Toner points to some political 
facts which show the j'aJue of the work 
of precinct committeemen in all parties. 
He points to the fact that- Indiana has 
some 3,500 voting precincts. A loss of 
one'vote to the precinct, to the opposi- 
tipn, changes a 6,000 victorious margin 
of votes to a 1,000 defeat. The defec- 
tion of two • voters in each precinct 
would change a 14,000 plurality to de- 
feat.

For example, in 1872, Hendricks, dem- 
ocrat, carried Indiana over Brown, re- 
publican, for governor, by only 1,000.

Washington, Feb. 8.—"When I came 
out last fall from Fairbanks," 
6aid 
Thomas R. Riggs, jr., a member of the 
Alaskan 
Engineering 
commission, 
in 
Washington, the other day, "jny feet 
rested on $150,000 worth of gold bricks 
—not fake ones, the real thing." 


Mr. Riggs came the greater part of 
the way by stage. 
But even now, in 
the dead of M-intcr, the government's 
railway builders are making the dirt, 
rock, ice and snow fly in Alaska at. 
such a pace that soon this gold will 
reach the coast by rail. 
Rail connec- 
tion tapping the famous Matanushka 
coal fields probably will be opened up 
nert summer. 
The througli line from 
Seward, the southernmost port on the 
Alaskan gulf, to Fairbanks, in the heart 
of Alaska, probably will be completed 
within four years. 


This task of "opening up Alaska" is 
twin to that of "^opening up the west, ' 
which has been so vigorously 
under- 
taken by President Wilson and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Franklin K. Lane. 
The railroad is the wedge by which 
Alaska will be opened to development. 
It is likely in the end to bccome but 
one of a network of railroads. 


Alaska is not nearly as frigid a prop- 
osition as most people think. 
The new 
railroad will not take you "the farthest 
north by rail." 
In Alaska, now. run- 
ning from Nome to Shelton, there is » 
little narrow guage line, which pene- 
trates a good deal farther north than 
Fairbanks; and from Fairbanks another 
narrow-guage line goes 46 miles north 
into 
the 
Chatanika 
mining 
district. 
The old Russian Shelton line, and the 
new Russian road from Petrograd to 
Ekatorina beats the America's farthest- 
north-by-rail still more. 


The Alaskan railroad will open up 
the Nenana coal fields to consumption 
In Fairbanks. 
The entire vicinity 01 
this chief mining city of central Alaska 
is now practically denuded of wood. Cut 
wood for fuel use is 
cheaper in the 
larger cities of the United States than 
in Fairbanks. 
They are paying from 
ten to fifteen dollars a cord fqr wood 
in Fairbanks this winter. 
When the 
railroad is opened, coal can be delivered 
at aFribanks from the Nenana fields at 
$5.00 a ton. 
For fuel, a ton of coal 
equals two cordp of wood.

Garrison Says He's Done With Politics 
and Public Life. 


New York, Feb. 11.—Lindley ^L Gar- 
rison, 
former 
secretary 
of war, an- 
noimced today that he intended to re- 
tire "absolutely" from politics and pub- 
lic life. 
He said he would not discnsu 
his resignation from any political angle 


Mr. Garrison intimated, however, that 
he might "do something" in the matter 
of giving support to the movement in 
favor of a continental army, the issue 
upon which his resignation hinged. This 
intimation came in response to a ques- 
tion put by 
newspaper 
men 
as 
to 
whether he would "give his moral sup 
port to those who continue urging the 
policy of a continental army. 


"I cannot answer that question," said 
the former secretary of war, "because it 
would infringe upon politics. I say this 
to you now so that later if I <lecide to 
do something you will not say that 
tried to deceive you." 


Mr. Garrison received interviewers at 
the home of George Leary, with who^ 
ho spent the night after his arrival here 
last evening from Washington. 
"I will 
not disciiss my resignation 
fron» the 
cabinet," he 
said, 
"from 
any 
pollticaJ 
angle whatvr, itlier as regards the pres- 
ent situation or the situation produced 
or assumed to be produced. 


'•T intend to retire absolutely from 
politics and public life. I don't care foi 
any political 
consideration 
whatever. 
Get it out of your head thut there was 
anything political in m y aetleiQ." 


Mr. Garrison was asked by iniirview- 
ers if he intended to "follow the e:Cua< 
pie of Mr. Bryan and come but publicly 
against any of Mr. Wilson's policies. 


"Absolutely not," was the reply. 
"Would you accept the nomination for 
governor of New Jersey?" was another 
question asked. 


"I would not accept the nomination^ 
for governor of New Jersey if the cer- 
tificate of election was handed to me on 
a silver platter," he said. Mr. Garrison 
in response to further questions, said 
that he had no knowledge of the inten- 
tion of any other memWs of the cab- 
inet to resign.

LESSON Vtan-fUL 2:1-11.

The key word ol the flrat chapter of 


PWllppimzu U "confidence" (i«« TT. 
C, 14, 25). Paul hu confidence in th« 
church at Pnilippl on account of their 
spiritual condition (TV. 1. 2), which re- 
mated in fellowship (TT. 3-8) and fruit- | 
fBlnew (TT. 9-13). This confidence In- 
spires boldness and Is a source of JOT 
and blessing. Paul's creed is also set 
forth in chapter 1:5-11. This con- 
fidence is in the face of the conflict 
and suffering which was before them 
.(see 1:27-30). 


I. Bt of the Same Mind, vv. 1-4. The 


k«jr word of this chapter is the word 
"comfort" (TT. 1, 19). The first sec- 
tion might he entitled "The Comfort of 
LOT»" (rr. 1-18) and the second sec- 
tion "The Comfort of Knowledge" (TT. 
19-30). If there was to be opposition 
from without certainly the Christians 
ought to stand together. Paul is urg- 
ing them to unity In order that it 
might comfort and console him. He 
had always rejoiced in this church 
(1:4). but he desires them to "flll full 
his Joy by being or the same mind, 
having the same love, being of one ao- 
oord, of one mind." Paul's comfort of 
IOTC in the disciples he anticipated 
would be duo to their state of mind, 
which depended upon (a) unity (VT. 
1,2); (b) humility (v. 3); (o) that 
they might "mind the things of oth- 
ers" (v. 4). Nothing would so comfort 
and console, or so 'gladden the heart 
of Paul as such unity. It was CTOU 
so with the heart of our Lord (see 
John 17:21). The words "be of th« 
same mind" do not refer merely to a 
unity of opinion, but rather to a unity 
of purpose and affection, literally "be- 
ing souled together." 


II. Let This Mind . , . Which 


Was Also In Christ Jesus, w. 6-8. Tha 
Second comfort of love was due, not to 
a unity of mind, but to the standing 
which Paul and this church had in 
Christ, due to his (Christ's) standing 
In God. The words of this passage 
are among the most wonderful to be 
found anywhere in the Bible. They 
contain a statement'of the most pro- 
found truth and mystery that we have 
regarding the person of our Lord Jesus 
Christ No plummet has sounded their 
depth, nor rod scaled their height, 
nor tape measured their breadth. His 
eternal deity—and on the other hand 
his 
amazing 
self-humiliation—yet 


these facts and truths are brought be- 
fore us to enforce the homeliest duties 
of every day life. Equal to God (John 
10:30) yet he gave up his divine glory 
and incarnated himself in the his- 
torical Jesus, was anointed of God 
died on a Roman cross, buried in Jo- 
seph's tomb, yet. rose again and Is 
alive today as much as when he walked 
o'er Galilee's hills. 
The mind that 


was in Jesus was a purpose to choose 
the lowest depth of humiliation rather 
than a full equality with God, either 
choice of which he might hava made;

An Armory for Fort Wayne. 


There is now evidence of some interest in the proposed movement 


to secure for Fort Wayne a suitable militia armory under conditions 
which will make available the $20,000 appropriated by the last leg- 
islature to aid such city as was willing to take up the work and com- 
ply with the conditions imposed by the state. 


The fact that such state aid might be secured had apparently 


been entirely overlooked until State Treasurer George A. Bittler re- 
cently called the attention of his home city to the situation. Give de- 
plorable condition under which national guard organizations in Fort 
Wayne have struggled steadily has been the lack of suitable armory 
quarters. That fact contributed in no small degree to the loss of Bat- 
tery B a few years ago. 


The opportunity is now at hand to supply this necessity and to 


secure some substantial aid from the state in doihg so. The condi- 
tions of the state grant ,of course, am that the city must co-operate 
in a financial way both as to site and as to building before the $20 - 
000 provided by the legislature can be secured, and there is no time to 
be lost. The attention of other Indiana cities has also been called to 
the opportunity, and there is likely to be early action by some of 
them. If Fort Wayne wants the new armory in which her military 
organization can be comfortably quartered, she must get busy 
The 


Commercial club, to which Fort Wayne always turns with confidence 
in matters of this kind, will doubtless take prompt action to see what 
can be done in the matter.

have .prevailed on banks in Sevr York, 
Chicago and St. Louis to take part:

will .be secured by warehouse receipt* 
on the fibre stored in New Orloaua 
and .elsewhere. 
A company composed 


of American bankers and members of

In advancing the prico the comis-

The secretary left for 
New York accompanied by Mrs. Garri- 
son without making any personal ex- 
planations. 


The reasons for Mr. Garrison's resig- 


nation and the acceptance by the pres- 
ident are disclosed in lengthy corre- 
spondence made public between them. 
The correspondence revealed that while 
the secretary left' the cabiuet principal- 
ly because "the president would not 
"irrevocably" support the continental 
army plan, his opposition to the ad- 
ministration's plan for setting a definite 
time for -Philippine independence as 
outlined in Senator Clark's amendment 
to the Philippine bill was an important 
factor.

the amendment as the "abandonment 
of tho duty of this nation." 


Where tbe. Break Came. 


The secretary contended that a con- 


tinental instead of a national guard 
should be the main military defense of 
the country while tne president main- 
tained no one plan could bo forced up- 
on congress. 
Upon these two conten- 


tions it was that tho broak came. Mr. 
Garrison considered reliance upon the 
militia for national defense an "un- 
justifiable imperiling of the nation's 
safety."

Garrison Says He's Done With Politics 


and Public Life. 


New York, Feb. 11.—Lindley M. Gar- i 


rison, 
former 
secretary 
ot war, an- 


nounced today that lie intended to re- 
tire "absolutely" from politics and 
pub- 


lie life. He said he would not discusa 
Ms rcsignatioa from any political angle 


Sir. Garrison intimated, however, that 


he might "do something" in the matter 
of giving support to the movement in 
favor of a continental army, the iisue 
upon which his resignation hinged. This 
intimation came in response to a quqs- 
tion put by 
newspaper men as , to 


whether he would "give his moral sup- 
port to those who continue urging the 
policy of a continental army. 


"I cannot answer that question," said 


the former secretary of war, "because it 
would infringe upon politics. I say this 
to you now so that later if I decide to 
do something you will not say that I 
tried to deceive you." 


-Mr. 
Garrison received interviewers at 


tho home of George Learr, with whom 
he spent the night after his arrival here 
last evening from Washington. "I will 
not, discuss my resignation 
from the 


cabinet," he said, "from any political 
angle whatvr, ither as regards the pres- 
ent situation or the situation produced 
or assumed to be produced. 


"I intend to retire absolutely from 


politic? and public life. I don't care foi 
any political consideration whatever 
Get it out of your head that there was 
anything political in my action." 


Hr. Garrison was asked by interview- 


ers if he intended to "follow the exam- 
ple of Mr. Bryan and come out publicly 
against any of Mr. Wilson's policies. 


"Absolutely not," was the reply. 
"Would you accept the nomination for 


governor of New Jersey!" was another 
question asked. 


"I would not acce.pt the nomination 


for governor of New Jersey if the cer- 
tificate of election was handed to me on 
a silver platter," he said. Mr. Garrison 
in response to further questions, said 
that ho had no knowledge of the inten- 
tion of any other members of the cab- 
inet to resign.
